In the applicant's remarks filed September 18. 2006, the applicant's argues that number 1 teaches a means for heating using a "heatable 
magnetic stirrer". The examiner respectfully disagrees that the phrase "heatable magnetic stirrer" suggests a specific heating means. 
The phrase is broadly interpreted to mean that a magnetic stirrer is heatable. However, assuming arguendo, replacing one suitable 
heating means for another to achieve an expected result is prima facie obviousness. The applicant argues that the heating times 
achieved with an infrared lamp is shorter than those achieved using thermal conduction is an unexpected result. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees that this is an unexpected result. It is expected by one having ordinary skill in the art that infrared heating is faster 
than thermal conduction heating of a glass beaker, because in Infrared heating, the infrared energy penetrates through the glass 
container, while in conduction heating, the process time is limited by the rate of heat flow into the body of the material from the surface as 
determined by its specific heat, thermal conductivity, density and viscosity.. 
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
